As a vesult of it's meeting on September 16, 1974, the committee 
recommended the foliowtng budget for the coming year.

Misc. expenses includes such items as Callbooks, license upgrades, etc. 


In order to meet the income required to balance the budget, the 
committee recommends that the. dues structure be. changed according 
to the following schedule. 


The annual dues for full members shall be nine dollars (£9.00), 
payable at the rate of seventy five cents (f.75) per month, with the 
proviso that the payment of seven dollars and fifty cents ($7.50) 
if paid during the months of January, February, or March, will be 
considered as payment in full for the fiseal year. The initiation 
fee shall be three dollars (£3.00). 


For associate members the dues shall be six dollars (#6.00) 
annually, payable at the rate of fifty cents ($.59) per month. 
Payment of five dollars (£5.00) if made during January, February, 
or March, will be considered as payment in full for the fiscal year. 
The initiation fee shall be one dollar (£1.00). 


The committee feels tnat the increase in dues ig necessary to 
meet the ever increasing costs, especially for Crosstalk.
